Pursuant to Section 2(c)(1) of the Migration and Refugee 
Acsietanea Aet of 1963, as amended, 11 U.S.C. 2601(C)(1), 1 
hereby determine that it is important to the national interest 
that up to 819,000,000 be made available from the u.o. Emergency 
Refugee and Migration Assistance Fund to meet the unexpected, 
urgent need* of refugees, returnees, and conflict victims ftuui 
Rwanda and Burundi. These funds may be contributed to 
international, governmental, and non- governmental organizations, 
as appropriate. 

You are authorized and directed to inform the appropriate 
committees of the Congress of this determination and the 
obligation of funds under this authority and to publish this 
memorandum ia the Federal Register .
